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SUBJECT, aprogressive rrmaﬁiniﬁﬂl visited Ukraine in May, 1961, He was
permitted to visit two paions and villacea §n these raions, He visited RADERRIVSKYX

TIME 1 June, 1961

and SOKALSKYI raions in Weeter Ukraine and thé foolowing villages:s RADOVANTSI,
YASTRUBYCRI, POZDYMIR, SILETS BELZKYI end PORKHACH.SUBJECT is 67 years old, but very
" well preserved, Has 2 aisters in the Soviet Union, one in the village of RADOVANTSI
the other in SIBERIA, deported ,Sseam her sons were in the UPA,

SUBJECT GAVE the following informetions .

1. A cement plant has besn cwatrﬁetad at the railrond station PORKHACH,
700 people work there , most of them women, Woman earn 60 kopecs an hour , men 1 ruble,
In the village of SILETS BELZEYI there are 7 coal mines and a saw mill.

2, During his stay in the erea EUBJECT inquired about politicael life and
the situation in the area. He was informed by the local people that mistskes have -
been made by the state, Noﬁady blamed the Ukrainian underground, While pmssing the
so called BLACK FOREST near MOSTY , between SOKAL and LVIV, SUBJECT observed myny
uniformed military peraonm;l with dogs, He asked the driver for the ressons and
was informed by him in low voice that often "people disappesr®. For example he con~
tinued "yeasterday 2 commissars disappeared".The driver added thet when he telks
to people in the area they will tell him more about it, SUBJECT also sald thatb
people in the area are dissatisfied with the US polioy. The chairman of the ZA~
BUZKYT RAION told him that"Americe has deceived themtand thet "they will have o
perish® (the people he meantd. He aleo was interssted in the Ukrainian emigration
in Csanade and in America,

3, In the villasge of SILETS BELZKYI SUBJFCT visited ROYKO,Vasyl who
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from 1939-1947 vae leader of Ukreinian underground in the villege (stanychayi).
In 1947 ROYKO was d«p@rﬁed to S8iberia to the TOMSE oblast and lived there for 12
years together with his family. In 1959 or 1960 he returned to his native village.
ROYRO, Vasyl has a brother who lives in Winnipeg and 1s known as ROYKO-OSTAPENKD,
While vieiting with ROYKO,Vasyl SUBJECT went with him to ROYKO's son who sslo wee
in Siberis (Karavansk). While there and it wes in the av.ening, 2 men from the under-
ground came to the son's house. They extended greetings to ROYKO-OSTAPYNKO in Winniw
peg. They said that they have been in hiding since the war and that they know the
" "leaders of the revolution who are nov in the emigration®, They alse wanted to
give to SUBJECT clandestine literature for taking with him and giving it to ROYXO-
OSTAPENKO in Winnipeg nd he will know to whom to give it there. They said: "Take
it to Canada so that the world should know how we live here".,Subject , i:ewwer, re~
fused to take this literature with him, inspite of the fact that the men insisted,
During this conversation with the underground men, ROYKQ,Vasyl did not say one word,
There are no seksots in the aree and no party members, Military ere not being no-
ticed in the villsges, but they are in the forrests.Wifes of KOB personnal live in
the villages, Communiste say, that they are not efraid of war ,tut they made indie
cations that they are afraid of peril from within, People are very much dissatiefled
of their kolkhos labor end consider it &s a new serfdom.

BURJECT was very well treated e.vex;ywhere 15 the villages. The people there
were surprised that being 67 years of age he looked so well, They arraged purties
for him and asked him to vieilt them, SUBJECT relaped to them information sbwut the
Ukrainian emigration in W.ﬁmipag.

SUBJECT met his elster (69) in the village of RODOVANTSI, At thet time she
was carrying a sack with sand on her shoulders to repair the houéa where she lived,
SUBJECT complained about thée to the chairman of the kolkhoz while at a party and
the kolkhoz chairman promised to repair the heuae' for his sister, SUBJECT tried to
get the release of hig second sister still in Eiberiam. While in Lviv he intervened
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with Soviet suthorities kmk to get a pemiaai&n to bring her to Lviv. The application
was rejected. (This sister's sons were UPA members and there is no trece of them).
However, SUBJECT received a permission to talk to his sister by telephone. Actually
‘hie sistér did not talk,sbaly cried gll the time to the telephone.

In general and in addition what he wittnessed himself, SUBJECT was todd
-by the people in the ares that there exiets an underground in the villages., SUBJECT,
himself a progressive complained about the kolkhoz eystém, about the low wages and
about the Soviet system as the whole. He said that people say "4t is going to beceme
